Yes, she brought for me a chair but the bottom wasn't there 
She's a young thing and cannot leave her mother! 

Can she bake a cherry pie, Billy Boy, Billy Boy? 

Can she bake a cherry pie charming Billy? 

Yes, she can bake a cherry pie — quick as a cat can wink its' eye 

She's a young thing and cannot leave her mother! 

How old is she Billy Boy, Billy Boy? 

How old is she charming Billy? 

She is six times seven; twenty-eight and eleven 

She' s a young tiling and cannot leave her mother! !!!!!! 



I used to get into such trouble singing that song because it used to make Billy mad! But I learned all the verses 
and just LOVED to sing it! Thanks for helping me tonight! 

My memories of my little brother go back nearly fifty years! I can remember his bassinet in the living room 
of the basement house we lived in on Grandpa Harmon's farm at Turtle, Idaho. Mama made me be quiet 
whenever I was near it. Something I have been told, but don't remember myself was of a time that fall of his 
birth when Mother was canning and she gave me some jar rings to play with. These rings would entertain me 
for the longest time and mother could get so much done! One day she heard the baby crying— I was beside his 
little bed putting jar rings up his arms till he couldn't move! 

I remember my Uncles and Grandpa Harmon playing with Billy one day while the women were fixing dinner 
and I was sent away from the kitchen to be "watched!" The baby was lying on the floor and my uncles and 
Grandpa would go up to him and put their foot on his tummy and talk funny and he would just laugh and laugh. 
That looked pretty fun so I walked over to him and stood on his tummy, too! Only he cried and I got spanked! 

When Billy got a little older he was lots more fun! He learned to walk pushing my doll buggy. I liked to give 
him rides on the back of my tricycle! He would stand on it, hands on my waist and we would go round and 
round the big living room. That was a fun game that got even more exciting when we tied his toy bumblebee 
onto the tricycle and as we went round and round it would clack and whir! What a great noise! ! ! ! ! 

Another tiling I remember about the basement house is that our Daddy and Grandpa built a big tall board fence 
to keep Billy from getting away. I was much more grown up™ 18 months older in fact and they never had to 
fence me in before HE came along— so I knew the fence was for HIM and I HATED IT SO BAD! ! ! ! I had 
been used to having my freedom and now I was locked in that stupid fence with my little brother! I remember 
standing at the boards and bawling and screaming my head off. That did not succeed in getting us out— and 
Billy had a better suggestioa I remember so clearly him saying, "Let's just play!" What a solution! It actually 
was kind of fun playing in there— we made some pretty neat mud pies in our day! 

One day Grandpa Harmon gave us a ride on the sled he used to level the road. The horses pulled the sled and 
Billy and I were sitting on the back when we hit a bump and Billy fell off. I screamed and Grandpa stopped 
the horses but not before the sled ran over Billy! Fortunately the sand was very soft and he was not injured! 

I was about 4 V% and Billy was 3 when we moved to Fairfield. Our Daddy got us this cute little black puppy that 
we called "Goalie" He was the delight of our days! We really loved that little pup and it was very traumatic 
when Coalie got run over by a car. Mother told us that is what would happen to us if we got in the road and 
from then on I was terrified of getting near the road. We had a swing in a great big tree and spent hours and 
hours swinging. 

While we lived here we went fishing a lot on Magic Reservoir. Billy and I built lots of sand castles while our 
parents fished. One time mother had to take Billy to the bathroom and she asked me to hold her pole while she 
was gone and I caught a great big fish! Thanks Billy! That was convenient! We liked going fishing and on 
picnics. 

Then we moved to Gooding. The house we moved into had an electrical problem and we thought it would burn 
down so we moved into a little brown house next to our Grandpa and Grandma Wayment. That was fun! We 
were spoiled by Grandpa for sure! That Christmas Billy got a boy doll so he could play dolls with me. I was 
so HAPPY!!!! Also, that Christmas, our oil furnace blew up and could have killed all of us, but because it was 
Christmas we were up early and able to get outside! 

Then we moved again-next door to the brown house into what I thought was a BIGGGGGG white house! 
There were three houses on our side of the block. Grandpa and Grandma's cinder block house; the little brown 
house and the big white house. 



We lived in the big white house when I started school. Back in the olden days we were allowed to bring visitors 
to school with us sometimes and Billy would go with me on visitor day. He liked that a lot! 

We also took swimming lessons at the Gooding Pool— at least 1 took lessons. Billy wouldn't get in the water. 
It embarrassed me so much that I would make him stay outside until I got in so no one would know he was my 
brother. 

Our Mother worked that fall and we had to go to a babysitters named Mrs. Young. She had a daughter that told 
us stories about Boogie Men going to get us and she scared us a lot. I remember playing with the other little 
girls at the babysitter and not so much with Billy. 

We later moved into Grandpa and Grandma's cinder block house. There was an old car in the back yard that 
Grandpa said we could play in and did we ever! Also on Saturday afternoons we often got to go to the movie 
and see a Roy Rogers movie. It cost us a dime to get in and sometimes we even were rich enough to buy a 
nickel candy bar at the movie! Right across the street from our house was a little convenience store and they 
sold POPSICLES! Billy and I loved popsicles. They cost a nickel I think! Billy and I would go outside and 
climb the big tree and watch kids go into the store and come out with popsicles. Then I would tell him to go 
ask Mama if we could have a popsicle. If she said no we would wait a while and try to think of another way 
to get her to say yes. Billy was the one who always got to. ask. I remember Mama coming outside and telling 
me that if I sent Billy in one more time to ask for a popsicle she was going to get him one and send me to bed! 
The nerve!!!! 

When Billy started school he was so little and his legs were so short that Mama couldn't find any levis that fit 
him that didn't have snaps between the legs— so she got some longer ones and rolled up the pant legs two or 
three rolls. He had blonde hair and was the cutest little boy in school. In fact he was so cute that the teacher 
didn't make him work. I remember when he was in second grade and wrote his name Billy Har. I asked his 
teacher why she didn't make him write his whole name and she said he was too little! Hi! 

We used to walk to school and it seemed like a long ways. I always held his hand as we crossed a big bridge; 
then he could go on alone. When our baby brother Terry was bom we used to race each other home to see who 
could hold him first. Billy might have had short legs but he could run really fast! 

Our next move was to Fairfield. Our house was on a farm right next to Willow Creek. There were two other 
houses on the farm and some sheds and stuff. Billy and I and the bosses daughter, Linda, had so much fun here. 
We used to go down by the creek and watch the deer come get drinks in the evenings. Our Dad said we could 
fish in the irrigation ditches and we even caught some fish, too! We had a big sand box that Billy especially 
loved. I remember asking him to play house with me and he said he would but I had to play cars with him first. 
We began building roads and farms and making hay stacks and had so much fun that we forgot to stop and play 
house! After that I was hooked and played in the sand box a lot with my brother! That summer was a fun 
summer for us! 

Then we moved to Burley into an apartment house. That was sure hard after the freedom of living by the creek 
and roaming! However, right across the street from the apartment was a nice park! We discovered a new play 
place and we learned to roller skate! We would skate round and round that park for hours. 

From Burley we moved to Gooding for a couple weeks; then to Bliss. At Bliss we were in a little tiny school 
that had two grades in one room. Billy was a third grader and I was a fourth grader. I got into more trouble 
that year for tattling on Billy! We learned to ride horses that summer. Before school started the next year, we 
moved to Eden. Here we played in culverts that ran under the highway. It was fun getting down into the 
culverts and yelling and hearing our voices echo. Then we moved into Hazelton-in town! And for the first 
time we lived where Billy could play baseball on a team. 



Our baby brother, Edward, was born while we lived in Hazelton. I was 12 and Billy was 10 1/2. From that 
time on our interests seemed to switch and we played more with other kids and not so much each other except 
for a few times when we got into trouble-and I don't remember much about this time. However, we did move 
again a few blocks away— and I remember Billy building tire swings for the little boys. He was in scouts and 
got to go to scout camp. He used to mow several lawns for money and sometimes I would go and help him with 
lus lawns. He helped our neighbor, D.R. Perkins a LOT! D.R. was a brother to Marilyn who married our Uncle 
Orville. 



When we lived in Hazelton, Mother took us to Jerome to go to the dentist and the eye doctor. It seemed like 
we were always going. She says we used to fight a lot in the car, but I remember playing alphabet games and 
singing songs as we rode along and going for A&W root beer or frosties afterwards. 

I loved 4-H and took several projects every year. One of my leaders started a second club for Outdoor Cooking 
and it was all boys—except for me. Billy was one of the boys. I remember making buddy burners out of tuna 
fish cans and corrugated cardboard and melted wax and putting them under a big can on which we cooked 
hamburgers. That was so much fun. 

Billy helped Grandpa Wayment as he worked on building the new Church in Hazelton. The only time I ever 
remember being jealous of Billy is when Grandpa took him and not me! 

When we were dating, one of my girl friends wanted a date with him and so I arranged that. Her name was 
Diane Jones. She later mairied a Harmon— but not Billy. Soon after I married and left home, he went into the 
Marines. I don't remember if he bought his fancy white car before becoming a Marine or afterwards! But I 
do remember he had an awesome white car of his own! ! ! ! 

While he was in the Marines we exchanged letters. He went to Viet Nam and oh, how I wish I had kept his 
letters! At a time when a lot of young people in our country were causing a lot of trouble my brother was 
serving our country! I was really proud of him. 

After he got back from Viet Nam and was stationed in Arizona, I was living in California and he would drive 
up to see us on his weekend passes. I remember the first time he came and I fixed this new recipe I had found 
and was so proud of. It was chipped beef gravy over baking powder biscuits! I thought he was going to throw 
up when he saw what I had fixed him! ! ! ! ! ! I guess it was not really a new recipe— but common military fere! 

I wrote him a letter one time and told him to come visit us as I had met his future wife! She was the daughter 
of a lady that I was babysitting for. I tended a cute little boy named Ronnie Brittain. He had an older sister 
named Vickie who would sometimes babysit for me and she seemed so perfect for my brother that I was really 
anxious to introduce them! I did and they can tell the story from there! 

Billy is not only my brother, but my childhood friend and playmate. I will always treasure the precious 
memories I have of our childhood. I love him dearly! And I think I did a real good thing by introducing him 
to Vickie! Don't you?????? In all my life I have never seen two people so compatible. I admire the way they 
treat each other and the friendship they have developed in your marriage. They have had challenges and 
heartaches but facing them together has strengthened and enhanced their relationship. If I ever marry again 
I hope I can have the kind of marriage they do.
